soldiers will escort the Imperial party to 
the co-called “happy banners 
as well asthe Governor-General and his 
soldiera, H. E, Li Hung Chang, indeed, 
had been in Peking several days, for tho 
purpose of superintending the prepara- 
tions and seeing that the Imperial paths 
had been made atraight. During the 
Emperor's nine-days’ absence the Prince 
of Tun, the eldest uncle.of the Emperor, 
with other high officials, had been de- 
puted to guard the palace. By an edict 
"just published, the land-axes for the 
‘year upon the districts traversed by the 
Imperial procession have boen remitted ; 
and this is probably the sole advantage 
to tho people of the immense display now 
in progres, The roads along the route 
will be. fenced’ in as of old, as the 
Chinese have not as yet imitated the Ja- 
panese insuch matters; and the, popu- 
lation have been ordered to keep indoors, 
so that their plebeian-eyes may not be 
cast upon the Imperial Son of Heaven— 
the fact being that the darkness of the 
hour when the progress is made will 
doubtless effectually seoure tho sacred 
presence from the vulgar gaze. It ap- 
pesrs. that the ingoriptiona forthe sacri- 
ficial tablets to be placed in: the temple 
have ben written by the hands of Li 
‘Hung Chang and another high official, 
Regarding these Imporial Tombs, it 
may be interesting to note that the 
repairs of the Grand Tablet Pavilion, 
which formed only part of the Mauso- 
leum of the Emperor Shun-che (the first 
of the Manchu Sovereigns of Chine, a. p, 
1644.61), were estimated to cost over 
Ta, 400,000. An edict issued in 1877 
showed that these extensive alterations 
would ‘neoessitate the employment of 
pixteen-wheel heavy tracks”; and the 
building is desoribed a8 “the most glo- 
rious, ai it is algo the earliest, work of 
the Eastern Mausolea,” In agubsequent 
edict the Imperial Superintendent of the 
Eastern Mausolea reports an official in- 


spection he had made of these: monu- 


ments of Imperial mortality, in which 
he states that he had ‘carefully examin- 
ed tho lista of the gold and silver vessels, 
the ornaments, altar furniture; hangings, 
&o., appertaining to cach of the Mau- 
solea, and found all to be in order.” 
This official report adds that the oxen 
and sheep kept in the enclosures for sac- 
rifioial purposes, the monies avd grain 
depoalted in the Treasury, Pawnshop 
and Granary of Everlasting Supply, and 
the other materials stored at the Stone 
Gatewsy by the Board of Works, were 
all in agreement. with the stamped 
vouchers, Much greater care would ap- 

to be bestowed ‘upon these resting- 
placer of the Imperial dynasty than upon 
the more utilitarian departments of tho 
Public Works, The report thus con- 
cludes with a reference to the scone of 
the present ceremony :—‘'The guard 
doty incumbent upon the eoldiery of the 
Eight Bannora and of the detachments 
of troops of the regular Chinese army, in 
patrolling the neighbourhood of the 
Mauilea, the Long Fuh Sre- temple, sud 
the temporary resting place of their Jate 
Majesties’ remaing, is all duly performed; 
the trees planted for the regulation of 
the Invisible Influences (feng shui) are 
well grown and flourishing, and the

number of squettes for #hich it furninhes
